The women teachers of Now York have succeeded in having their salary 


put upon tho same basis tis that of the men teachers. They had been con- 


ducting an agitation for this purpose i'or some time p»si. This principle is 


one of the very flrst'jin the category of woman's rights now being tardily 


conceded. There is no justification for paying u wouum less far her work 


than a man would receive for the same work. 
There, are tho.se who think 


that the victory will turn out to be an injury instead of a bendit to the 


women teachers for the reason that it will increase the number of rmilo 
teachers. In some cities there is a strong sentiment in favor of .men 
teachers, and were it not for the higher salaries demanded they would be 
employed in many places in preference to women. The sentiment luis been 
growing in favor of male teachers, especially lor the higher grades and for 
districts where pupils are somewhat disorderly. 


CONGRESSMAN CUBLEY'S ARGUMENTS 


Congressman Curley who arrived at, Associate hall at a late hour last 


night proved to ho a very stirring speaker. 
He raked the republican policy 


fore and aft and produced some arguments that could not be refuted. One 


of his points was that while beef had reaoked tho highest price since the 


Civil ivar last year yet the people of the Ar.tj*i»iinc republic sent large 


exports of beef to England.
